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Airways Communications

HD Airways and Air Communications 

Service is the Air Force organiza- 
tion charged with the mission of operat- 
ing airways communications, including 
electronic navigational aids, along such 
airways as mili- 
tary traffic justi- 
fies. 

The U. 8. Air 
Force is rela- 
tively young, 
but airways 
communi- 
cations are even 
younger. For 
though the Air 
Force is only 41 
years old, its 
airways com- 
munications are 
only ten. So 
young are they, 
in fact, that 
prior to World 
War II, an adequate system of airways 
communications capable of supporting 
military operations under all weather 
conditions was not available. 

Yet, this deficiency was recognized as 
early as 1934 by General Arnold as a re- 
sult of his leading a flight of B-10 air- 
craft from the U. S. to Alaska and return, 
together with a subsequent maneuver in- 
Volving a flight of B-10’s from March 
Field, California, to Langley Field, Vir- 
ginia, in connection with participation in 
ps simulated attack on Ft. Dix, New Jer-

In those days airways communications 
consisted of a series of radio ranges and 
Totating light beacons operated by the 
C. Communication between the 
sround and aircraft was restricted for 
the most part to short-distance voice con- 
tacts with the radio range stations. Mes- 
Sages from base of departure to base of 
arrival were sent via Western Union. 
Planes nearly always arrived at bases 
Without previous knowledge on the part 
of base authorities. An airways system 
outside the U. S. was non-existent. 

The increased mobility of the B-10 air- 
craft had a marked effect on mnilitary 
Arategy and gave farseeing people the 
ag idea of the major role to be played 
y the Air Force in future wars.

Reserves Nearly Ready 


Final preparations were being made 
this week for publication by all the Ser- 
vices of regulations prescribing methods 
for awarding retired pay to reservists 
who have reached the age of 60 and who 
have completed 20 years creditable ser- 
vice. 

Meantime, the Joint Armed Services 
Committee to Recommend Rules and Pro- 
cedures for Administering Title III of 
Public Law 810, which authorizes the re- 
tired payments to reservists, has recom- 
mended that it be continued in existence. 

Capt. W. B. Tucker, USN, is chairman. 
Other members are Col. R. J. Clizbe, 
USAF; Capt. C. A, Anderson, USCG; Lt. 
Col. L. B. Woodbury, jr., USA, and Maj. 
L. BE. Pike, USMC. 

The Committee said that certain ques- 
tions came to light which may justify 
or make desirable the revision of the Act 
in certain respects. Specifically cited were 
these three questions: 

1. Should legislation be sought extend- 
ing the benefits of the Act to those who 
met all its requirements prior to separa- 
tion but who are now completely separated 
from all the Services? 

2. Should the requirements of the Act 
that the last eight years of qualifying 
service be in “a” Reserve component be 
broadened to include service in “any” 
Reserve component? This, said the Com- 
mittee, has particular application to the 
Coast Guard Reserve which is not yet 
eight years old. 

8. Should service performed prior to 
enactment of the Act, terminated by a 
separation other than honorable condi- 
tions, continue to be classified as satis- 
factory service? 





Service Pay Report 


Whether the report of the Commission 
on Service Pay would be made public 
before Christmas or even before the end 
of the year remained problematical late 
this week. 

The last “i” was dotted and “t’” crossed 
by executive assistants of the Commis- 
sion this week. Then, the report was to 
be sent to members for final approval be- 
fore being presented to Secretary of De- 
fense James Forrestal. 

This means that it probably will not 
be sent to the Government Printing 
Office until the latter part of next week. 
Presumably, because of its importance, 
the report will be given a high priority 
at the GPO. 

Then it would be ready for release. 
However, the possibility exists that 
simultaneously with release of the re- 
port, the Secretary of Defense and 
Director of the Bureau of the Budget 
will make known their legislative pro- 
posals concerning increased pay for Ser- 
vice personnel. If this is done, con- 
ceivably publication of the report could 
be delayed until January.

AF Permanent Promotions 

As an Air Force selection board began 
its second week of deliberations to study 
records of officers for permanent promo- 
tions to lieutenant colonel, major and cap- 
tain, the number in each rank to be con- 
sidered was made available. 

Air Force officials said 69 majors are 
eligible for promotions to be made on or 
after 1 Jan. 1949. Also to be considered 
are 97 permanent captains and 1,380 
permanent first lieutenants. A list of 
the officers being considered for selection 
is printed in this issue beginning on page 
436. 

As results of the selection process are 
released, the lists will be published in 
their entirety in future issues of the ARMY 
AND NAVY JOURNAL. 


Adm. Denfeld’s First Year as CNO 

Admiral Louis E. Denfeld, who re- 
lieved Fleet Admiral Chester W. Nimitz 
as Chief of Naval Operations on 15 Dec. 
1947, will complete his first year as CNO 
next week. 

Under Admiral 
Denfeld’s leader- 
ship, the Naval BHs- 
tablishment has un- 
dergone numerous 
changes. Chief 
Among these is the 
emphasis which has 
been placed on un- 
dersea warfare, and 
the construction of 
“prototype” vessels. 

Barly in 1948, a 
program was insti 
tuted to streamline 
and equip a number

of fleet submarines 
with an improved 
version of the German “schnorkel” 


breathing tube, to increase their sub- 
merged speed. Anti-submarine warfare 
and hunter-killer techniques were also 
expanded. Recently the effectiveness of 
these new prototypes was demonstrated 
in the Argentia exercises off the coast of 
Newfoundland, and Admiral Denfeld an- 
nounced that undersea warfare, both of- 
fensive and defensive, is the priority item 
in Navy planning. 

Work was stopped on the guided mis- 
sile bombardment ships, the Kentucky 
and the Hawaii, and all but one of the 
Navy’s remaining active battleships were 
placed in the reserve fleet to make ex- 
pansion possible in other directions. 

A. new construction and shipbuilding 
program was set up. To increase the range 
and striking power of the Navy’s fast 
carrier task forces, plans were completed 
to begin construction of a giant, 65 000- 
ton aircraft carrier, capable of launch- 
ing planes weighing up to 100,000 pounds. 
Conversion of two other aircraft car- 
riers, the Essex and the Wasp, was also 
initiated, and plans were formulated to 
ultimately convert all aircraft carriers of 
the Essex class. 

Personnel of the Naval Hstablishment 
climbed from 42,000 officers and 350,000 
enlisted men, during Admiral Denfeld’s 
year in office, to a combined figure of 
426,365. Members of the Naval Reserve 
increased by more than 100,000, in line

The Army this week released the names 
of 527 regular promotion list permanent 
majors selected from 588 names for ad- 
vancement to the permanent rank of lieu- 
tenant colonel on 1 Jan. 1949. Four chap- 
lains were selected also for advancement 
to lieutenant colonel. 

The President has approved the selec- 
tion board recommendations and the pro- 
motions will become effective on that 
date. 

Army officials said that if any addi-— 
tional promotions to the rank of perman- 
ent lieutenant colonel were to be made 
during 1949, another board would have to 
be convened. All those recommended for 
promotion at this time will be advanced 
simultaneously. 

The total number of selections from 
the Army promotion list was 528, but one 
officer died subsequent to conclusion of 
the selection board’s meetings. (The com- 
plete list of permanent majors was pub- 
lished in the 2 Oct. issue of the ARMY 
AND Navy JOURNAL). 

Thig means that 60 officers were passed 
over, marking inauguration of the Army’s 
permanent promotion system in which 
two passovers will lead to an officer’s 
separation from active service. 

Meantime, officials expressed the hope 
that the list of permanent: captains 
selected for promotion to the rank of 
permanent major will be available for 
publication in next week’s issue of the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL. 

Simultaneously, they said that the 
board meeting to consider permanent first 
lieutenants for promotion to permanent 
captain was slated to conclude its de- 
liberations this week. 

Likewise, the board to select officers of 
the Medical Department for promotion 
to higher permanent ranks also has com- 
pleted its task. 

On the list of officers advanced to lieu- 
tenant colonel, two readjustments of rela- 
tive position were made. Officials ex- 
plained that the changes were the result 
of errors in the preparation of the origi- 
nal promotion list. 

The selections extend from, Maj. C. K. 
Fox, No. 1 on the promotion list to Maj. 
Andrew D. Kane, No. 594 on the promo- 
tion list. 

It is noted that Major Kane, a Judge 
Advocate, will likely be transferred from 
the Army promotion list early next year, 
for a separate promotion list will be 
established for officers of the Judge Ad- 
vocate General’s Department on 1 Feb. 

Maj. Gen. Edwin P. Parker, jr., The 
Provost Marshal General, was president 
of the board which selected the officers 
for permanent promotion to the rank of

Air Communications Service. 

At its inception AACS was given re- 
sponsibility for establishing 33 stations 
consisting of a combination of control 
towers, ground/air and point-to-point 
radio facilities in the United States, A 
total of 3 officers and 800 enlisted men 
was authorized. This can be compared 
with the peak of the organization on VJ 
Day when AACS had become a world- 
wide system totaling 786 stations com- 
prised of 5,435 various facilities manned 
by 4,500 officers and 45,500 enlisted men 
operating in 104 different countries. 

These facilities were: point-to-point 
and ground-to-air radio stations; air- 
drome control towers, electronic aids to 
navigation, such as radio ranges, direc- 
tion finders, homing beacons, radar bea- 
cons, marker beacons, instrument land- 
ing systems and Loran; aeronautical 
land-line facilities and teletype stations; 
communications stations for transmitting 
and collecting weather information, and 
necessary cryptographic sections and 
message centers. 

AACS operates under the Systems Con- 
cept, a concept based on two fundamen- 
tals: First, that success in operating 
fixed communications facilities varies in 
direct ratio to the degree that activities 
at one location are coordinated and inte- 
grated with similar activities at other 
locations. Second, that coordination and 
integration, as well as uniformity of op- 
erations, are best achieved by establish- 
ing the requisite communications facili- 
— vader oe at the highest possible 

evel for 
an ate the particular situa- 

Under the Systems Concept, co - 
cations is a function of cemmiind see ae 
the level where the particular communi- 
cations system is controlled. There must 

some provision for management of 
communications as an integrated whole. 
If one chooses to exercise this manage- 
ment through the normal command chan- 
nel the commander mast delegate suffi- 
cient authority to permit the communi- 
cations officer to exercise a measure of 
direct control, particularly along techni- 
cal. and operational lines. It is in this 
field of management that a good many 
commanders fail to discharge properly 
their responsibilities. Too many of them 
regard communications as a purely tech- 
nical function consisting of highly

In order to explain more clearl 
Systems Concept as it finds Sesueesion ie 
AACS, I wish to point out an analogy to 
be found in a big business organization. 

There are literally hundreds of local 
telephone companies in the U. S.—more 
than 900 actually—which serve communi- 
ties of various sizes. But, there is only 
one American T.&T. system to handle 
long-distance calls. You can imagine how 
much long distance service you would get 
if you depended for it on coordination be- 
tween several hundred local companies. 
It is doubtful that there would ever be 
agreements as to which company would 
construct the wire lines between the com- 
panies—let alone solve the problems of 
operation. 

Fortunately for the U. S., American 
T.&T. takes care of all that by building 
interconnecting lines and working out 





rate schedules, routing instructions, op- 
erating procedures and a number of other 
details which are necessary to enable any 
local telephone subscriber to call any 
other phone in the U. S. and even over- 
seas. 

A collection of local phone companies 
never could do a job of that kind. In 
other words, the American T.&T. is a 
working example of the Systems Concept 
as applied to the telephone business. Now, 
with this analogy in mind, let us examine 
our version of this concept. 

The purpose of AACs, in brief, is to 
support the movement of Air Force air- 
craft between various bases or wherever 
the United States Air Force flies. With 
the first call from the control tower, the 
flight becomes an inter-base proposition. 
It is like a long distance phone call. 

The pilot on the normal flight will use 
the tower during the take-off; he will 
check his progress with various aids, such 
as homing beacons, radio ranges, and 
Direction Finding stations; he will com- 
municate for various reasons with air- 
ground stations en route and he will be 
assisted in landing at his destination by 
one or all of the electronic aids, such as 
radio range, ground control approach, 
traffic control and the control tower. 

All this goes on while the point-to- 
point networks pass messages concerning 
the flight by teletype or radio telegraph 
and collect weather information for fore- 
casting purposes. All these services, to- 
gether, are designed for the safe and ex- 
peditious movement of the flight. No one 
of the components just mentioned can be 
pulled out without weakening the system. 

AACS as one of the support services 
of MATS also handles a vast quantity of 
world-wide routine military communica- 
tions in its continuing attempts to mini- 
mize the hazards of flying, and provides 
the largest user of its facilities, the Air 
Weather Service, with communications 
for the collection and dissemination of 
weather information. 

AACS’s present organization, with 
Headquarters in Washington, D. C., con- 
sists of the 1800th Wing, headquartered 
at Langley Field, Virginia, with three 
groups covering the Continental United 
States; the 1808th, or Pacific Wing, con- 
sisting of two groups and headquartered 
in Tokyo; and the 1807th, or European 
Wing, headquartered in Wiesbaden, Ger- 
many. Additionally, three independent 
Groups cover Alaska, Newfoundland, and 
the Caribbean areas, with headquarters 
at Elmendorf Field, Alaska; Fort Mc- 
Andrew, Newfoundland; and Ramey Air 
Force Base, P. R., respectively. An inde- 
pendent Loran Liaison Unit maintains 
and operates this aeronautical naviga- 
tional aid in the Arctic. 

Today, the efficiency and speed with 
which AACS meets changing .commit- 
ments is being dramatized in Operation 
“Vittles.” During the past month, AACS 
technicians averaged a radio contact with 
a plane every 15 seconds around the clock. 
At Tempelhof—easily the world’s busiest 
airport—the tower is averaging better 
than one radio contact per minute. 

When planes began ferrying food into 
Berlin June 26 on a 24-hours-a-day, sev- 
en-days-a-week schedule. AACS men, 
along with other support services of 
MATS, immediately went into action. 

Planes, pilots, supplies, communica- 
tions, navigational aids and all the varied 
and complex equipments necessary to sup- 





port the most dramatic demonstration of 
peacetime power rallied to relieve a be- 
sieged Berlin. 

In less than three weeks, 17 radio bea- 
cons went on the air to guide U. 8. and 
British pilots along the narrow corridors. 
Control tower operators were given in- 
tensive training ag traffic figures soared. 
Ground-controlled approach stepped up 
operations. In one month, the Wiesbaden 
GCA landed more ‘an 3,000 aircraft. 

An indication of the tremendous task 
facing AACSmen world-wide are these 
figures for June and September. Land- 
ings and take-offs were approximately 
22,000 in June and had increased to 54,- 
000 in September. Ground-to-air contacts 
doubled from 30,000 in June to 60,000 in 
September. Radio contacts skyrocketed 
from 50,000 in June to 140,000 in Septem- 
ber. 

Today, AACS airdrome control on the 
“Vittles” project is so competent that the 
big airlift transports land, discharge 
their cargoes and are back in the air 
again—all within an hour. 

“Vittles” is producing a lot of radio- 
eonscious pilots. The mere fact that 
AACS, with its network of radio, radar 
and electronic aids is standing by is a big 
mental boost. To tightrope an aircraft 
through the,corri-lur is no cinch, but with 
the beacons and ranges, and Ground Con- 
trol Approach, the job is made easier. 
Vittles pilots speak at once a literal anid 
figurative truth when they say: “The 
shortest distance between two points is 
AAOS.” 





USS Missouri to Remain Active 


The USS Missouri, lone battleship in 
active service with the U. S. Fleet, will 
not be relegated to “mothballs” according 
to President Harry S. Truman 

The President told reporters in Norfolk, 
where he attended the presentation of a 
$10,000 silver service to the battleship, 
that “the Missouri will not be taken out 
of commission.” Mr. Truman said that 
“some smart aleck who poses as a spokes- 
man for the Navy” had made the state- 
ment that the Missouri would retire, but 
that he, “speaking as the President of the 
United States,” denied the story. The 
President told reporters that he wanted 
to make the statement as strong as he 
could make it. 

Mr. Truman had journeyed to Norfolk 
aboard the Presidential Yacht Williams- 
burg, together with Mrs. Truman, their 
daughter Margaret, the Governor of Mis- 
souri and Mrs. Phil Donnelly. All but Mrs. 
Truman were present aboard the battle- 
ship as Governor Donnelly presented a 
281-piece silver service from the people of 
his state to the Missouri’s skipper, 
Captain James Thach. 

Governor Donnelly revealed, in the 
presentation speech, that the original 
idea for the gift came from President 
Truman 


The President made a brief speech on 
the quarterdeck of the 45,000-ton battle- 
ship, in which he labeled the mighty 
vessel “the most historic battleship of all 
times.” Mr. Truman recalled that his 
daughter Margaret had christened the 
ship in 1944; that the Japanese surrender 
ceremony had taken place aboard the ves- 
sel; and that he had made the return 
trip from the 1947 Rio de Janeiro confer- 
ence aboard the battleship.

After the Armistice, hav- 
ing been promoted to eaptain, he took 
post-graduate nose and throat training 
at the University of Bordeaux, and on 
1 Nov. 1919, joined the American Typhus 
Relief Expedition, with headquarters in 
Warsaw, and served till 1 Nov. 1920. He 
was then assigned to the Station Hospital 
in Coblentz, in the American Army of 
Occupation. 

General Streit returned to the United 
States in 1921 and was assigned to Fort 
Benning Station Hospital. He was grad- 
uated from the Army Medical Field Ser- 
vice School in 1922, and from the Army 
Medical School in 1923. From then until 
1925 he served as Chief of Eye, Ear, Nose 
and Throat Service at Jefferson Bar- 
racks, Missouri. Then, following one year 
of post-graduate training in the New 
York Post Graduate Hospital, he was 
assigned to the United States Army 
Dispensary in Washington, D. C., hold- 
ing this post until 1929. During this 
period he passed the examination of the 
American Board of Otorhinolaryngology, 
being one of the first Medical Corps of- 
ficers to be accepted as a member of that 
Board. 

As a major, he took charge of the 
EENT Service at Sternberg General 
Hospital in Manila, from 1929 to 1931, 
and for the next four years held the 
same position at Fort Leavenworth 
(Kansas) General Hospital. From 1935 
to 1988 he was Chief of EENT at the 
Army-Navy General Hospital, Hot 
Springs, Ark., and from then until 1942 
at Letterman General Hospital, Presidio 
of San Francisco. 

In the spring of 1942, the then Colonel 
Streit took command of the 147th General 
Hospital in Honolulu. From 1943 to 1945, 
he served as Surgeon of the Central 
Pacific Base Command, returning in the 
fall of 1945 to command Dibble General 
Hospital, the Army’s blind and plastic 
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center at Menlo Park, Calif. He has been 
Commanding General of Brooke General 
Hospital at Fort Sam Houston for the 
last three years, 

General Streit was married to Metta 
Megeath in 1926. They have a son, John 
Paul Streit, 20, now in the second class 
at the U. §. Military Academy, West 
Point, and a daughter, Metta Elizabeth,

Sec’y. Royall Addresses JA’s 

Secretary of the Army Kenneth C. 
Royall this week addressed a conference 
of 70 judge advocates gathered in Wash- 
ington from all major units of the Army 
in the United States and in 
theaters. Mr. Royall stressed the broad 
scope of the amendments of the Articles 
of War contained in Title II of the Selec- 
tive Service Act of 1948, and the efforts 
of the Army to bring to the administra- 
tion of military justice all the basic safe- 
guards of civil criminal procedure with 
a minimum of technicalities. 

He referred to improved and success- 
ful military appeal procedures advocated 
by the Army and continued in the re- 
vised Articles of War in lieu of suggested 
forms of civilian control, thus protecting 
the traditional military character of 
courts-martial. The conference of 70 
officers is being held in the form of a 
seminar on the revised Army Manual for 
Courts Martial, with the personnel who 
actually made the revisions serving as 
instructors. 

Secretary Royall told the conferees in 
part: 

“Perhaps you know that there is now 
under way in the National Military Es- 
tablishment a study looking to a more 
uniform code of military justice in all 
three of the Departments. It is possible 
that this will result in other legislation 
which may change, at least to some ex- 
tent, the rules which you are now learn- 
ing. 

“We have been confronted throughout 
this entire program with one major mis- 
conception in the eyes of the public and 
in the eyes of the Congress. ' Civilian 
lawyers, as all of you ‘perhaps were, 
have a tendency to want to apply the 
civilian system en masse to the military 
justice. We have had to combat that at 
all times. For it would incorporate in our 
Army system the technicalities which, in 
my opinion, tend to discredit the adminis- 
tration of justice in civil life. We have, 
by and large, succeeded in fighting that 
off and in preserving a truly military 
system of justice. 

“Before my own North Carolina Bar 
Association, I once said, that in my 
opinion, if any reasonable man or group 
of men would compare the results of 
criminal courts in civil life with the re- 
sults in Court Martial proceedings, they 
would find that we have the better sys- 
tem of justice in the Army.” 





Air Power Merger 


Lt. Gen. James H. Doolittle, wartime 
Air Force leader, who resigned a regular 
commission to return to industry, stirred 
the Air Force-Navy air power contro- 
versy anew this week as he declared that 
“we actually have two self-sufficient, 
competing air forces, each planning to 
win the air war in its own way.” 

“We cannot afford this luxury—this 
prodigality,’’ General Doolittle said in an 
article prepared for “Air Force Maga- 
zine,” published by the Air Force Asso- 
ciation. 

General Doolittle urged an immediate 
merger of the Air Force and Naval avia- 
tion, maintaining it would save “unneces- 
sary billions,” now being “wasted.” 

He said there should be “an Army 
operating on the ground, a Navy operat- 
ing on and under the water, and an Air 
Force operating in the air. 

Under the plan advanced by General 
Doolittle, the Navy would operate air- 
craft carriers, but their planes would be 
manned by members of the combined Air 
Force, transferred from the Navy.”

Colonel Coffey resigned his regular Air 
Force commission on 1 Sept. and the next 
day accepted a commission as a colonel 
in the Reserve. 

His brilliant military background is ex- 
pected to prove of considerable impor- 
tance in all Congressional debate affect- 
ing the National Military Establishment, 
particularly should Colonel Coffey win a 
seat on the Armed Services Committee.

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Military Justice Manual 


Following approval by President Tru- 
man and Secretary of the Army Royall, 
The Manual for Courts-Martial, U. S. 
Army, #949, will be published within the 
next few weeks. 

It will explain the sweeping changes in 
the administration of military justice to 
be initiated on 1 Feb. Publication of the 
revised manual completes a project for 
improvement in the administration of 
military justice, which was begun by 
Secretary Royall in 1946, when he was 
Under Secretary of War. 

Meantime, Army commanders have pre- 
pared courses of instruction for enlisted 
personnel concerning the new procedures 
for military courts, on which enlisted 
men will serve. The new manual will be 
utilized as a text book for the special 
military justice classes. 

Among other things under the amend- 
ed Articles of War and the new Manual 
for Courts-Martial, which was revised 
under the direction of Secretary Royall, 
soldiers are made eligible to sit as mem- 
bers of general and special courts-martial 
when requested by the accused. This is 
an experiment which may enhance the 
confidence of enlisted persons in the basic 
fairness of court-martial action. 

Coercion of courts martial is forbidden 
as is the use of any improper measure in 
securing confessions of accused persons. 
Involuntary confessions have previously 
been inadmissible before courts-martial, 
but the use of coercion or unlawful influ- 
ence in obtaining a confession is now 
made a criminal offense. Procedures are 
changed to emphasize the presumption of 
innocence in trials by court-martial. 
Other procedural changes include the 
adoption for courts-martial of important 
features of the new Federal Rules of 
Criminal Procedure. 

Officers are made subject to trial by 
special courts-martial, and the discipli- 
nary powers of commanders to punish 
officers without trial are substantially en- 
larged. Limitations upon punishment of 
enlisted persons are made generally ap- 
plicable to officers. 

The powers of military commanders to 
appoint courts martial, refer charges for 
trial and approve, disapprove, suspend or 
remit sentences are continued. 

In addition to the many protections pro- 
vided to accused individuals under the 
new articles, a guarantee of proper en- 
forcement of the law is provided by two 
key changes—the requirement that the 
law member, the trial-judge, be a qualified 
military lawyer, and the provision of a 
final appellate court of review to consist 
of military legal specialists with long 
experience in that field. 

Under the amended Articles of War 
law members of general courts-martial 
must be militarily trained officers with 
professional legal education and training. 
They will serve for all practical purposes 
as trial judges. The exercise of their legal 
powers is designed to insure full compli- 
ance in every case with the rules of evi- 
dence and trial procedures which conform 
closely to the rules of evidence and the 
procedures of the Federal system of crimi- 
nal jurisprudence. 

There are not sufficient lawyers in the 
Army to provide legally qualified counsel 
for every accused, but the Congress, 
adopting the recommendation of Secre- 
tary Royall, enacted a requirement that 
in every case in which the trial judge 
advocate is a lawyer defense counsel of 
similar qualifications must be provided. 

Automatic appellate review by Boards 
of Review in the Office of The Judge Ad- 
vocate General, composed of oflicers of 
military experience and legal training, 
is to be provided in every case tried by 
general or special court-martial which in- 
volves a dishonorable or bad-conduct dis- 
charge. The confirming power is simpli- 
fied and will be exercised in most cases 
in the Office of The Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral by general officers of mature mili- 
tary and legal experience. 

Under the recent reorganization of 
Headquarters, Department of the Army, 
The Judge Advocate General becomes a 
member of the Special Staff directly 
answerable to the Secretary of the Army, 
the Chief of Staff and Vice Chief of Staff. 
Continuity of Department of the Army 
policies in the administration of military 





justice is thus assured. 
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New Army Career Field Readied 


Preparations for introduction of the 
Army Finance Career Field reportedly 
are nearly completed, with inauguration 
of the new career field tentatively slated 
about 1 March 1949. 

Officers of the Personnel Research and 
Procedures Branch, Adjutant General’s 
Office, are working with specialists of the 
Office, Chief of Finance and the Army 
Finance School, St. Louis, Mo. 

They are preparing four sets of ex- 
aminations for promotion of enlisted 
specialists to and within the first four 
grades. The four fields include finance 
clerk, disbursing specialist, fiscal special- 
ist and audit specialist. 

To assist the finance enlisted man, an 
orientation pamphlet is being prepared by 
the training branch of OCF’s manage- 
ment division. This pamphlet, will con- 
tain a list of suitable DA self-study ma- 
terial prepared for a certain MOS and 
grade. The pamphlet will also contain a 
guide list of Army correspondence courses 
which may be of assistance to an in- 
dividual in preparing himself for ad- 
vancement. 

An Army circular will be issued in- 
troducing the Finance career field and 
will outline the following: MOS descrip- 
tions; job descriptions; grading for cer- 
tain MOS’s; job progression; job pro- 
ficiency examinations; job ladder show- 
ing advancement from basic training 
through any one of the fields of audit, 
disbursing or fiscal, to warrant officer; 
study outlines for self-improvement 
either by on-the-job training or corre- 
spondence courses; and selection for 
finance schools. 
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Army Trailer Sites 

The Army has approved the appropria- 
tion of approximately $1,000,000 for the 
development of trailer camp facilities at 
four camps. 

Simultaneously, it was reported this 
week that Army officials at the Pentagon 
are studying requests from Army com- 
manders for -additional funds for con- 
struction of trailer camp sites. 

The Army is exploring the feasibility 
of providing facilities for utilizing trail- 
ers, which would be purchased indi- 
vidually by officers and enlisted person- 
nel, as living quarters at camps where 
the housing shortage is particularly acute. 

It has been suggested that the officers 
and enlisted personnel of the top three 
pay grades migh pay about $95 a year 
for use of the trailer site, utilizing their 
rental allowances to amortize the cost of 
the trailer. 

That $1,000,000 already has been 
authorized indicates the Army’s de- 
termination to take whatever steps pos- 
sible—within budget limitations—to al- 
leviate the desperate housing shortage 
now existing at some installations in 
various sectors of the United States. 





General Bradley on Leave 

General Omar N. Bradley, USA, Army 
Chief of Staff, was on leave this week. 
He is scheduled to return to Washington 
by 20 Dee. 

General Bradley reportedly is spending 
a major part of his leave hunting. He is 
acclaimed as one of the best wing shots 
in the Army. 
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Medical Service Corps 


Army personnel officials indicated late 
this week that the number of Medical 
Service Corps officers receiving perma- 
nent promotions on 1 Jan. 1949 may be 
restricted. . 

It is believed that a reduced number 
of MSC officers will be promoted because 
of discrepancies in the promotion list. 
Apparently it will require Congressional 
action to remedy the situation. 

What is at the root of the difficulty is 
the fact that in some grades of the MSC 
Officers with longer periods of service 
are ranked junior to other officers who 
have not served as long. 

And here is the explanation. Prior to 
enactment of legislation creating the 
Medical Service Corps in the Army and 
Navy in 1947, Army officers who were 
members of the Pharmacy Corps were 
promoted to the rank of captain after 
six years of service and to major after 
12 years of service. 

In May, 1947, officers integrated into 
the Pharmacy Corps, Regular Army, who 
had six years service were given the 
permanent rank of captain. However 
efter the legislation creating the MSC, 
the next integration in October, 1947, 
saw officers receiving rank as follows: 
more than three years and less than 10 
years service, first lieutenant; more than 
10 years and less than 17 years service, 
captain; more than 17 years and less 
than 23 years, major. 

This means that in October 1947 an 
officer with nine years and 11 months 
service was given the rank of first lieu- 
tenant and was placed behind officers 
with lesser service. 

It is understood that consideration is 
being given to legislation which would 
permit the Army to rearrange the pre- 
cedence order of its MSC officers within 
a particular grade in order to place the 
senior officer first. This would be a one- 
time readjustment and would not result 
in any promotions, That is to say, the 
senior first lieutenant possibly might have 
more service than the junior captain, 
even after the readjustment. However, 
within a particular rank, length of serv- 
ice would determine the precedence of 
selection. 

This would prevent any duplication of 
a situation now existing where a con- 
siderable number of officers with less 
service are listed above majors with 17 
years service, who are eligible for pro- 
motion to permanent rank of lieutenant 
colonel. 

This would mean, however, that in 
order to reach these officers, the other 
officers above them on the promotion list 
who have less than 17 years service would 
have to be passed over. Readjustment of 
the precedence on the basis of length of 
service would terminate this problem. 

The difficulty has come to the fore 
with the recent convening of a selection 
board to consider officers of the Medical 
Department for promotion to higher 
ranks. Presumbly, until the problem of 
the MSC promotion list precedence is 
solved, selection boards would be handi- 
capped in recommending personnel for 
promotion. 











Army Temporary Promotions 


The Army plans to give some of its 
officers higher temporary ranks soon after 
the first of the year, personnel officials 
reported this week. 

At the present time, the number of ad. 
vancements to be made is still uncertain, 
It now appears that there probably will 
be no temporary promotions to the ranks 
of colonel and lieutenant colonel. Tem- 
porary promotions will be given almost 
exclusively to the ranks of major, cap- 
tain and first lieutenant. 

































































Regular Army WAC 


Col. Mary A. Hallaren has accepted the 
oath of office as the first woman officer 
in the Regular Army except for those in 
the Medical Department; the first Regu- 
lar Army Basic Company of the Won- 
en’s Army Corps was graduated yester- 
day at Camp Lee, Va.; and Army officials 
indicated this week that the list of ap- 
proximately 200 WAC officers awarded 
Regular Army commissions will be re- 
leased within the next two weeks. 

General Omar N. Bradley told Colonel 
Hallaren, after she had been sworn in 
by Maj. Gen. Edward F. Witsell in the 
presence of Secretary of the Army Ken- 
neth C. Royall and other top Army offi- 
cials, that “your appointment... isa 
tribute to all of the fine women of your 
branch who performed so well during the 
war years and who have since carried on 
with the same high purpose and resolve, 
thus making themselves an indispensable 
part of the regular military establish- 
ment.” 

Lt. Gen. Willard S. Paul, Director of 
Personnel and Administration, Depart- 
ment of the Army General Staff, gave the 
principal address at the graduation cere- 
mony yesterday for 111 women from 26 
States—one was from Canada—who com- 
pleted the basic phase of Army training 
at the WAC Training Center, Camp Lee. 

Meantime, it was explained that the 
approximately 200 WAC officers selected 
for Regular Army commissions represent 
only an initial group to win RA status. 
Supplemental lists will be published, 
Army officials said. The ARMY AND NAVY 
JOURNAL will earry the complete list of 
integrated WAC officers when it is made 
available. 





Army Food Service Promotions 

Army officials emphasized this week 
that promotions of Food Service per- 
sonnel to the top enlisted grades will be 
made by Christmas. 

Examinations for these promotions— 
first under the Army’s career plan—were 
given in mid-November. World-wide re 
ports of examination results are expected 
to reach the Pentagon late this week and 
early next week. 

According to present plan, the Army 
will inform commanders on or about 16 
Dee. of the cut-off mark for the exam! 
nations and will authorize the promotion 
of all personnel who made that grade or 
better. At the same time, the Army will 
announce the number of promotions to be 
made as a result of the unprecedented 
tests.

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Submarine Escape Device 


The Navy revealed this week that it has 
developed a new submarine escape device 
which will make it possible to permit 
rescue of personnel from greater depths 
than modern submarines can go. 

The announcement was made by Rear 
Adm. Charles B. Momsen, Assistant Chief 
of Naval Operations for Underseas War- 
fare, in an address in New York City at 
the 59th Annual Dinner of the Naval 
Order of the United States. 

Admiral Momsen declared “that the 
Navy now has perfected a means of rescu- 
ing entrapped personnel from a sunken 
submarine from any depth to which 
a submarine may go without being 
crushed.” He pointed out that “a recent 
successful test of this method climaxes 
the work of more than twenty years,” and 
added that “today, a submarine man has 
an excellent chance of being rescued from 
a damaged submarine provided the dam- 
age which causes her sinking has not also 
destroyed the safety devices.” 

The new equipment, according to the 
Assistant CNO, “consists of a releaseable 
buoy at either end of the surface and 
carries with it a wire of sufficient strength 
to haul down the rescue chamber. Thus, 
the rescue operation by use of the rescue 
chamber is no longer dependent upon 
having a diver descend to great depths 
to attach the haul-down wire.” 

Admiral Momsen also told his audience 
that “anti-submarine war of the future 
will take four principal forms’—bomb- 
ing of submarine bases, assembly yards, 
and manufacturing complexes ; mining of 
harbors and passages of egrees; destruc- 
tion of the submarine on the high seas; 
and destruction of the submarine’s 
weapon—the torpedo. 

He emphasized, however, “that we will 
not be seriously hampered by submarines 
in carrying out our missions in the next 
few years,” and expressed his confidence 
“that the great American team of tech- 
nology, industry, and the Naval service 
will be capable of meeting the issue when 
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it arises. Given the proper support,” he 
said, “your Navy will control the seas 
as long as it is to our best interest to 
do so.”

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Research and Development 

Rear Adm. T. A. Solberg, USN, Chief 
of Naval Research, addressed the Ameri- 
ean Council on Commercial Laboratories 
in Washington, D. C., this week on the 
subject of “National Cooperation in Re- 
search and Development.” 

Admiral Solberg told his audience that 
“we are confronted with at least three 
problems: (1) collaboration between 
scientists not only in special fields but 
also in related fields; (2) cooperation be- 
tween universities, industry, and the mili- 
tary, and (3) integration of research, de- 
velopment and production.” 

“Collaboration on the part of scien- 
tists,” he said, “will speed new discoveries 
and not only build up our store of knowl- 
edge, but will provide the means for more 
rapid progress. Less duplication will re- 
sult. Time will be saved.” 


Universities and industry could not” 


exist without each other, he continued, 
and “without them the military would be 
relegated to the scrap heap.” According 
to Admiral Solberg, “the Navy recognizes 
that most major developments either 
military or civilian have always been 
shouldered by industry,” but, he added, 
“in these days of turmoil and fear and 
suspicion it is self evident that without 
the military of this country freedom of 
thought and industrial enterprise could 
not long exist. Certainly their cooperation 
is justified.” 

The Chief of Naval Research pointed 
out that “in order to progress... we must 
apply basic knowledge to get the end 
products,” and utilize “real teamwork in 
science and technology.” 

Admiral Solberg suggested that the 
problems in, question might be solved by 
the dissemination and exchange of in- 
formation; by increasing the support of 
basic research in universities and other 
technical institutions ; and by exchanging 
personnel. 

“It is my earnest hope, therefore,” 
Admiral Solberg said in his closing re- 
marks, “that we may each and all give 
much thought and effort toward improv- 
ing our present procedures and our pres-

Marine Conference 

A conference of Marine Corps officials 
concerned with application of the Marine 
Reserve (Ground) training program for 
1949 was held at Headquarters, Marine 
Corps, this week. 

Conferees included representatives of 
commanding generals at posts and activi- 
ties where reservists will be trained, staff 
members of the Division of Reserve and 
Division of Plans and Policies at Head- 
quarters, and several Reserve District 
Directors. 

With an eye toward economy of time 
and monies, the conferees evaluated re 
ports and recommendations based on the 
1948 training program, before preparation 
of this year’s training schedule and direc- 
tives for its execiftion. 

It is expected that a schedule of a 1949 
program will be ready by 1 Jan. 

The conference of officers of the regular 
establishment will be followed by others 
early in 1949 with commanding officers of 
the various Organized Reserve compo- 
nents participating. At that time, training 
program details will be worked out and 
the schedule coordinated. 

Marine Corps records show that ap- 
proximately 54 per cent of the Organized 
Reserve was committed to active duty 
training this year and it is expected that 
active duty requirements will commit 75 
per cent of the Organized component in 
1949. 





Housing for Marines 

A contract to provide 60 prefabricated 
houses for personnel at the Marine Corps 
Schools, Quantico, has been awarded by 
the Navy to the Lustron Corporation of 
Columbus, Ohio. 

The houses, costing almost six hundred 
thousand dollars, will consist of 30 three- 
bedroom units and 30 two-bedroom units 
as married officers’ and married enlisted 
men’s quarters. 

Sites for the houses already have been 
prepared by separate contract, and roads, 
walks, electricity, gas and sewers in- 
stalled. Under the new contract the Lus- 
tron Corporation must connect the houses 
with these services. 

The two-bedroom unit will be 35 feet 
wide and 31 feet deep, with a porch. The 
three-bedroom house will be 39 feet wide 
and 31 feet deep without porch. Both will 
be bungalow style with no cellar. 


Refresher for Marine Women 

Eighteen former reserve officers of the 
Women Marines recently selected for reg- 
ular commissions will join three others 
already on duty at Headquarters Marine 
Corps next week for a week of reindoctr!- 
nation before assignment to regular duty 
stations. 

Refresher lectures on Marine Corps ad- 
ministration and the workings of various 
departments at Headquarters will be 
added to close order drill and other basic 
military subjects during the week to bring 
the women up-to-date on the Marine 
Corps. Eighteen of the 21 women selected 
for the regulars have been in inactive 
status for 25 months. Only three were 00 
continuous active duty when selected. 





Navy Publishes Medals Book 

A book, entitled “Decorations, Ribbons 
and Badges, U. S. Navy, Marine Corps 
and Coast Guard, 1861-1948” has been 
prepared by the Navy for distribution to 
all ships and stations. 

Regulations governing awards and 
eligibility lists are included in the publi- 
cation along with lists of all ships and 
units awarded the Presidential Unit Cite 
tion and the Navy Unit Commendation. 
This is the first time the latter lists havé 
been published.

with the hope expressed by the CNO 
shortly after he took over his new duties. 

Additional training stations for Naval 
Reservists were activated during 1948, 
bringing the total to 263. Fifty-six others 
have been authorized. Ships and subma- 
rines of the Reserve Fleet were assigned 
for use as training vessels by the Reserv- 
ists, and four more Naval Air Reserve 
training bases were established to pro- 
tect what Admiral Denfeld has referred 
to as “the Navy’s wartime investment in 
training of flight and maintenance 
crews.” 

Advances in Naval aviation were also 
made under Admiral Denfeld’s guidance. 
The first jet planes were successfully 
launched from the decks of Navy carriers, 
as was one of the Navy’s long-range pa- 
trol-bombers, and numerous new jet air- 
craft were added to Navy squadrons. 

As a member of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, Admiral Denfeld was instrumental, 
along with the Army and Air Force mem- 
bers, in seeking more complete unification 
of the Armed Forces and the clarification 
of roles to be played by the individual 
services. The Marine Corps, for the first 
time, was provided the go-ahead signal 
for developing amphibious operation tac- 
tics, and the Air Force and Navy sought 
to iron out their differences over strategic 
bombing. 

“The offensive potentialities of the 
Navy are inherent to the mobility of its 
forces,” Admiral Denfeld said this week. 
“With the proper weapons, and with the 
control of the sea, we choose our point 
of action. This prime advantage, the 
choice of where and when to strike, forces 
an enemy to spread his defenses thin. In 





trying to maintain his forces every place, 
he cannot be strong any place.” 

The Navy is striving, Admiral Denfeld 
Pointed out, “to keep in good combat read- 
iness, adequate defensive and striking 
forces,” and this is being accomplished by 
“concentrating on the development of pro- 
totype ships and weapons and utilizing 
the sciences... in the production of new 
instruments of war.”

However, if the Air 
Force is not included in the legislation 
(this is the critical point at issue) then 
there is no necessity for the establish- 
ment of a separate promotion list for Air 
Judge Advocates. 

Since the new code of military justice 
becomes operative on 1 Feb. 1949, it is 
believed that an official answer to the 
problem will be promulgated shortly.

Shift AF Units 

The U. 8S. Air Force has announced 
that three of its overseas units would be 
transferred soon. The 317th Troop Car- 
rier Wing will be transferred this month 
from Tachikawa, Japan, to Germany in 
support of the Berlin airlift. The unit’s 
personnel and Douglas C-54 aircraft, al- 
ready on temporary duty with U. S. Air 
Forces in Europe, will rejoin the organ- 
ization upon its arrival. Approximately 
1,050 additional personnel will be as- 
signed to the Wing and move to Europe 
with it. The complete unit will be at- 
tached to USAFE upon arrival in Ger- 
many. 

The 91st Reconnaissance Squadron, 
with 58 officers and 330 airmen will move 
from Waller Air Force Base, Trinidad, to 
McGuire Air Force Base, Fort Dix, New 
Jersey, within the next 45 days. The 
move to McGuire will be made with 
equipment, includingthe unit’s RB-17 air- 
craft. The 91st will be transferred from 
Caribbean Air Command to Strategic Air 
Command in connection with its return 
to the United States. 

The 23rd Fighter Wing, with approxi- 
mately 1,200 personnel, will be trans- 
ferred from Guam to Howard Air Force 
Base, Canal Zone, next April. Dependents 
will accompany personnel on the move- 
ment. The 23rd is equipped with Republic 
I-47 Thunderbolts, but the aircraft will 
not be moved. The unit will be equipped 
with jet aircraft upon arrival in the 
Canal Zone. 


Transfer 1260 Air Sergeants 

The Air Force has ordered the trans- 
fer of 1260 master sergeants from re- 
cruiting duties, it was learned this week. 

The transfers were made because of 
the urgent need for top grade enlisted 
personnel with “Operations Vittles” and 
with other Air Force activities. 

The 1260 master sergeants were in ex- 
cess of the 40 per cent quota which the 
Force supplies for the combined 


| Army-Air Force Recruiting Service. This 





ratio will be maintained, officials said. 
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Airlift Planes Near Mark 

Despite advent of nasty flying weather, 
approximately 230 Douglas C-54 Sky- 
masters this week continued the relentless 
task of supplying Berlin by air—moving 
close to delivery of the 500,000th ton of 
food, fuel and other vital supplies. 

Last month, when ground fogs made 
instrument flying necessary much of the 
time, the Douglas transport aircraft, 
flown by Air Force and Navy flight crews, 
averaged a daily lift of 3,064 tons during 
the first 25 days of November. 

Flying the Atlantic in support of “Op- 
erations Vittles” are Douglas C-74 Globe 
Masters, giant transports with a design 
gross weight of 125,000 pounds and a top 
speed of nearly 300 miles an hour. 





Air Force Chaplains 

The Air Force published this week 
AFR No. 165-3, a comprehensive report 
on the Air Force Chaplain Program, 
which establishes policies and procedures 
for religious activities in all activities. 

The Regulation declares that “The 
Office of Chief of Air Force Chaplains 
functions within the Office of Deputy 
Chief of Staff, Personnel, Headquarters, 
USAF. The Chief of Air Force Chaplains 
serves as consultant with direct access to 
the Chief of Staff, USAF, on the religious 
life, morals, morale and related matters 
affecting military personnel.” 

The Air Force said that one chaplain 
will be authorized for every 775 officers 
and enlisted men. 

The regulation charges the Chief of 
Air Force Chaplains with responsibility 
to “compute the needs for chaplains, 
chaplain equipment, and religious sup- 
plies, based on major air command re- 
ports, and defend the budget for these 
matters.” 

Air Force chaplains are authorized an 
additional 35 pounds of regular baggage 
allowance when traveling by air for pro- 
fessional equipment. 

The regulation prescribes also that “a 
chaplain of each faith (Catholic, Jewish, 
Protestant) will be notified immediate- 
ly at the time of an emergency landing 
or air crash and will proceed to the scene 
for the purpose of performing the neces- 





sary ministrations of his _ respective 
church.”

A graduate of the U. S. Military Academy 
in 1933, Colonel Grubbs completed his 
pilot training at Randolph and Kelly Air 
Force Bases in Texas the following year.

T the direction of the President, orders have been issued prohibiting public discus- 
sion by officials of the National Military Establishment of the forthcoming 
defense budget. The President placed a limiting figure of $15 billions of proposed de- 
fense expenditures for the fiscal year ending 30 June 1950. This amount includes $600 
millions for stockpiling strategic materials and also the estimated cost of new legis- 
lation. In the face of official silence, supporters of National Defense can only speculate 
on the effect of the limitation. With costs of most items at or near an all-time high 
it will be impossible to maintain the Armed Forces at personnel strengths authorized 
by Congress and to provide other defense essentials. Drastic reductions in Army draft 
ealls indicate such curtailment. Obviously legislation providing for the immediate 
establishment of Universal Military Training will have to be deferred. Construction 
of family quarters urgently needed at practically all stations may have to be on a 
reduced scale. Through economies in other items or otherwise, a way should be found 
to provide for the pay increases to be recommended by the Hook Commission. In this 
connection it should be noted that proposals for doubling the salary of the 
President, or greatly augmenting his expense account, and materially increasing 
the compensation of other civilian officials, including cabinet members are being 
considered. Surely the long overdue pay raises for the officers of the Armed Forces 
will not be overlooked. Due to the limitation on defense expenditures, programs for 
augmenting the combat efficiency of the Military Establishment will be reexamined 
in the light of availability of funds. Early attainment of a 70-group Air Force appears 
unlikely. It is unfortunate in view of disturbing world developments that financial 
considerations prevent us from building up our defense forces to the minimum 
strength essential to security. 


HE American people, and particularly the members of the Armed Services, are 


gratified to learn that Secretary of State George C. Marshall is rapidly recovering . 


from a major operation performed last Monday. In the course of a physical examina- 
tion last summer a kidney disorder was discovered and surgeons recommended an im- 
mediate operation. However, the Secretary felt that his presence at the Paris sessions 
of the United Nations was essential and he deferred the operation until this time. With 
characteristic fortitude Secretary Marshall unhesitatingly placed the welfare of the 
nation ahead of his personal interest and deliberately jeopardized his health to serve 
the people. As Army Chief of Staff, as special envoy to China, and as Secretary of State, 
General Marshall has been under terrific tension for the past nine years. Three years 
ago he planned to retire to enjoy a well-earned rest. However, he was sent on a mission 
to China and on his return became Secretary of State. He again planned to leave 
public life next month, but the President was loath to lose the brilliant services of 
this great statesman. The esteem and affection in which he is universally held by the 
American people are reflected in his great prestige abroad. Mr. Truman felt it was 
impossible to find a replacement of comparable attainments, ability and influence. 
He therefore strongly urged Secretary Marshall to remain in the cabinet, and the 
Secretary, always a good soldier, consented to do so. Those who know his indefatigable 
energy, his great fighting heart, and his rugged constitution, will hope not only for his 
early and complete recovery, but also that he can be persuaded to take a long rest 
before resuming his arduous duties. 


yw who feel a sentimental attachment to American Naval traditions will applaud 
the announcement of the President that the battleship Missouri will remain in 
commission. There had been unconfirmed reports that budgetary considerations would 
send this great man-of-war—the last of our battleships in active service—into re- 
serve with other capital ships now in mothballs. The President has emphatically 
scotched this report. The Missouri, he affirms, will continue to sail the seas, a symbol 
of our might in peace. The place of a battleship in future conflicts is problematical. 
It may still be of great service in supporting landings on hostile shores and as a great 
floating platform from which guided missiles may be launched against distant targets. 
No nation with which we might conceivably be at war in the foreseeable future 
possesses any battleship strength of consequence. Future fighting fleets will likely 
include aircraft carriers, anti-aircraft vessels, fast cruisers, destroyers, submarine 
killers and undersea craft. The improved sub-surface ships developed by the Germans 
late in the war are the prototypes of similar vessels now utilized by Great Britain, 
Russia and the United States. They will have an important influence on future Naval 
strategy. It is gratifying to note that our Navy has developed anti-submarine equip- 
ment capable of coping with such craft and of protecting our Naval and merchant 
vessels against underwater attack. Our principal Naval deficiency is in the number 
of modern long-range submarines. Our construction program for such vessels should be 
pressed to early completion. We will not have an imposing array of battleships in our 
future fleets, but traditions of the dreadnaughts will be continued by the fighting 
crews who man their successors. For the present at least the mighty Missouri will 
maintain a link with the past—a symbol both of power and of good will.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—Official Washington received with gratification the news of the 
anti-Communist victory in the municipal election in the western sectors of Berlin 
last Sunday. The State Department issued a statement expressing great satisfaction 
with the result of the balloting. Despite the refusal of the Soviet authorities to permit 
any votes to be cast in the Russian sector, and despite the boycott of the election by 
the Communists, more than 86 per cent of the million and a half qualified electors 
in western Berlin participated. This compares with a total vote of 90 per cent in 
1946, of which the Communists as active participants polled 19 per cent. 























In Sunday’s election the Social Democratic party, the most vociferous anti- 


Communist group in Berlin, received two-thirds of the ballots, and on Tuesday the 
city council unanimously selected Ernst Reuter, Socialist leader, as mayor. In the 
meantime Russia recognized the rump Communist regime, hastily chosen last week 
by a selected group in the musical comedy theater in the Soviet sector, as the legal 
government of all Berlin. Thus the city has been effectively split between two rival 
municipal governments, each assuming control over about half the population. 

This division of Berlin has greatly lessened, if not wholly eliminated, any 
chance for an early settlement of the worsening Berlin situation. It makes prac- 
tically certain the necessity for the continuance of the airlift throughout the winter 
as the only means of getting food and fuel to western Berlin through the Soviet 
blockade. 

Members of Congress who returned from HLurope this week were warm in their 
praise of the efficiency of the American and British airmen in continuing their round- 
the-clock, all-weather food and fuel service to Berlin. They report that the outstand- 
ing suecess of the Allied airlift has greatly lowered the prestige of Russia throughout 
western Europe. 

Madame Chiang Kai-shek’s mission to the United States to obtain American aid 
for her husband’s shaky Chinese government was made more difficult this week by 
the continued deterioration of the military situation of the nationalist armies in 
China. Red forces have successfully kept three army groups from uniting south of 
Suchow and are engaged in defeating them in detail. Both sides have received rein- 
forcements, but the Communists retain the initiative. They have isolated 250,000 
troops which recently formed the Suchow garrison. After evacuating that base the 
nationalist force moved south and west into a well-laid Communist trap. With this 
force destroyed the disintegration of other government armies north of Nanking seems 
probable. New government armies are being formed in Formosa, in southern China 
near Canton and in the southwestern provinces. It seems unlikely that these new 
forces Will be available in time to affect the situation in North China. 

Madame Chiang Kai-shek during the week visited Secretary of State George 
C. Marshall twice at Walter Reed Hospital and yesterday was the guest of President 
and Mrs. Truman at tea. Presumably she pleaded her country’s cause at these con- 
ferences, but it seems unlikely that she received much encouragement. It is reported 
that she is requesting aid amounting to a billion dollars a year for several years. 
The amount granted is likely to be much smaller. There is no assurance that even 
the full amount requested would be sufficient to preserve the present regime in China. 

In contrast to disturbing developments elsewhere, the solidarity of the western 
hemisphere was definitely strengthened this week. In Washington, Costa Rica deposited 
her ratification of the Western Hemisphere Defense Treaty negotiated at Rio de 
Janeiro in 1947. This is the fourteenth ratification and accounted for the necessary 
two-thirds of the signatories to make the pact binding on the ratifying states. 
Most of the remaining countries are expected to ratify the treaty soon, thus 
giving striking evidence of the unity of the free republics of the western world in 
the preservation of peace. The treaty of Rio de Janeiro binds the American countries 
to mutual defense against aggression. It is a natural sequel to the Monroe Doctrine, 
which is a unilateral declaration of policy by the United States, whereas the present 
treaty is a multi-lateral agreement of mutual assistance. It provides for a greater 
degree of collective security than has ever heretofore been achieved. 

Two distinguished Latin-American visitors were received in Washington this 
week, One was the President of Cuba, Carlos Prio Socarras, who was met at the 
Washington airport by President Truman and subsequently awarded the Legion of 
Merit. The other guest of the nation was Foreign Minister Juan Bramuglia of Argen- 
tina, who as delegate to the United Nations took the lead in attempting a settlement 
of the Berlin dispute between Russia and the western powers. Unfortunately the 
serious illness of Secretary of State Marshall prevented his joining the President 
in entertaining the official guests. Secretary Marshall this week underwent a major 
operation for a kidney ailment, but is now recuperating satisfactorily. However, he 
is not likely to resume his duties for several weeks. 

In Paris the General Assembly of the United Nations is preparing to adjourn 
to reconvene in New York on 1 April. The long session produced a great deal of 
oratory, but not many tangible accomplishments. Perhaps the principal achievement 
was in providing a forum for long debates which served to define the area of dis- 
agreement between the Russian bloc and the rest of the world. 

Considerable attention was devoted by the General Assembly. and the Security 
Council to the Palestine situation. While this question was not satisfactorily resolved 
there were indications of progress and some cautious optimism was expressed con- 
cerning a final settlement between the Jews and Arabs. 

The United States proposed that the government of South Korea set up under 
the supervision of a commission of the United Nations be formally recognized. It 
also proposed that United States and Russian troops be withdrawn from Korea and 
that provision be made for adequate protection of South Korea from onslaughts 
of Communists from the north. In the closing days of the Paris sessions considerable 
attention was given this question, with the Russian bloc opposing any recognition 
of the South Korean government. 

The United States Supreme Court by a five-to-four vote has accorded a hearing 
to attorneys for several Japanese leaders who contend that the international tribunal 
which convicted them of war crimes was illegally established. Pending the outcome 
of the hearing General Douglas MacArthur has deferred execution of the sentences 
of death and imprisonment variously imposed on the defendants. Prompt action by the 

Supreme Court is expected. In view of precedents there appears small likelihood that 
the court will find that it has any jurisdiction over the matter. Nevertheless the 
decision of the court to grant a hearing meets with general satisfaction, since it tends 
to dispel any belief that our country is acting from vengeful motives without con- 
sideration of the rights of a vanquished foe. There is a general feeling that the trials 





of war criminals in Germany and Japan have been dragged out much too long, and 
that subsequent prosecutions should be confined largely to those accused of the most 
flagrant atrocities. 


Secretary Royall’s Mission—Of first importance is the current mission to Europe 
and the Mediterranean which the President has entrusted to Secretary of the Army 
Royall. It relates to the international as well as to the military situation, including 
the morale of our troops. Those accompanying the Secretary have been selected with 
particular relation to their specialties and ability to combine their observation so 
that the Secretary will be able to present clear cut conclusions with respect to our 
policies toward the problems of Germany, Austria, and the Mediterranean, the heart 
of which of course is Russia. It is a matter of record that Mr. Royall has teletype 
conversations daily with General Clay, in some of which Secretary of Defense For- 
restal and Acting Secretary of State Lovett participate, and when they are not 
available reports are made to them. But there are many matters that face to face 
discussion can clarify, and it is these which are responsible for the decision for Mr. 
Royall to go to Europe. Then there is the question of Greece and the disappointing 
failure of that Government to suppress the guerrillas in spite of the aid we have 
given to it in munitions and advice from our military experts. Again, the President 
wishes to be informed by a member of his administration in whose judgment he places 
confidence what has been accomplished in strengthening Turkey against communist 
aggression. Personal contact will enable a more satisfactory evaluation of the reports 
already made by our representatives in that country or of those that will come in the 
future. Now that the United Nations Assembly is about to adjourn with little to its 
record of accomplishment, unless it be that the organization is not broken up as was 
predicted would occur, the dispatch of a mission headed by the Secretary of the 
Army will demonstrate to the Western nations that we have no intention of abandon- 
ing them. At the same time we are giving notice to Russia that while continuing to 
seek and want peace we will not have a peace of appeasement. Moreover, we are 
informing our troops and their dependents that their government is watchful of 
their welfare. General Clay has been especially insistent that the Secretary of the 
Army come to Berlin and bring Mrs. Royall, for by so doing it will be shown that 
we have no chip on our shoulder and do not expect war. The reports Mr. Royall will 
make of his observations and those of his staff naturally will play an important part 
in the conclusions regarding our European policies which will appear in the Presi- 
dent’s message to Congress when it convenes next month. Further informed as he 
will be, military circles point out that Mr. Royall will be well equipped to succeed 
Secretary Forrestal when the latter retires from the Cabinet probably when the 
new administration comes into power 20 Jan. 


Theft of Secret Papers—A Federal grand jury in New York and the House Com- 
mittee on un-American Activities are delving into the theft of secret documents 
from the State Department, apparently for purposes of espionage. Microfilms of 
the papers were found concealed in a pumpkin on the Maryland farm of Whittaker 
Chambers, a former Communist. All of the documents bore dates indicating that the 
theft occurred in 1938, and all were classified for security purposes. Since they were 
largely cables and radio messages originally sent in code, their use might have 
compromised the security of cryptographic codes. However, all diplomatic and 
military codes have been changed several times since the date of the documents. 
Apparently all the papers were taken from the State Department, though some are 
said to pertain to the Navy. 


Enlisted Men on Courts Martial—The provision of the new law making enlisted 
men eligible for service as members of courts martial at the request of the accused 
is regarded by many as an experiment of doubtful value. It is believed to have been 
adopted as a result of a misconception of the nature of courts martial. They are 
not the equivalent of juries in civil courts; they are more nearly comparable to panels 
of judges. The members, therefore, should be specially trained and qualified for 
their duties. Furthermore to require an enlisted man to pass judgment on a fellow- 
soldier with whom he may be closely associated in a military organization is to 
impose on him a disagreeable and often embarrassing responsibility which he should 
not be called upon to assume. 


Navy Selection Board Forces Retirements—One hundred and sixty-two Naval 
captains will retire from the Navy during the next seven months, according to figures 
completed by the Bureau of Naval Personnel following the report of the Board for 
the selection of Rear Admirals. 

The entire group of officers have completed at least thirty years’ of Naval service, 
and will be forced to retire between now and 30 June 1949 due to their failure twice 
to be selected for promotion by Navy selection boards. Some of the officers are ex- 
pected to request retirement prior to next June, while others may become ineapaci- 
tated before that time and retire on physical disability. The remainder, however, 
will be forced to retire on that date. 

Only four of the twenty-four officers selected last week for promotion to the rank 
of Rear Admiral fell within the promotion zone. Five of the group were senior to 
the promotion zone, and the remaining fifteen were selected from below the zone. 

Of a total of 90 in the promotion zone, 86 failed of selection for the first time. 
These 86, if by-passed by the next selection board convened to recommend promo- 
tions to the rear admiral rank, will be retired on or before 30 June 1950. 


Army Medical Corps—Col. Clifford V. Morgan took his duties recently as Deputy 
Chief Surgeon, European Command. He replaces Brig. Gen. G. V. Emerson, who left 
EUCOM in August to retire. Colonel and Mrs. Morgan, accompanied by their son, 
Walter, arrived in Bremerhaven 20 Nov. Their other two sons are remaining in the 
United States to attend Cornell and Nabraska Wesleyan Universities. 

Prior to going to EUCOM, Colonel Morgan was Deputy to Maj. Gen. George C. 
Beach, Commanding General of the Army Medical Center in Washington, D. C. This 
is Colonel Morgan’s second assignment in Europe. During World War II he served 
as Deputy General Purchasing Agent at Headquarters, European Theater of Opera- 
tions. He is a former Executive Officer of Crile General Hospital in Cincinnati, Ohio. 


Transportation Corps—Changes in key personnel assignments at two EUCOM 
Transportation Division installations have been announced by Headquarters, Eu- 
ropean Command. Col. Joseph H. Grant, Chief of the Administrative Branch of the 
Transportation Division, will assume command of the 7719 EUCOM Trae 
Training Center at Hammelburg. Prior to his present assignment with EUCO! ’ 
Colonel Grant was stationed at the New York Port of Pmbarkation. Col. EB. F. Heid- 
land, now commanding the RUCOM Training Center will take over command of the 
7795 Transportation Traffic Regulation Detachment at Frankfurt. 
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Army Medical Dept. Research and Graduate School—On 22 Noy. 1948 Lt. Col.

Jay, N. Y., home of First Army Headquarters, took official leave of the 
United States Army on 30 Nov. She had just concluded thirty years as an Army 
nurse. The Texas Colonel entered the service as a Second Lieutenant in 1918, from 
Ft. Worth. She was appointed a Lieutenant Colonel in the Regular Army in 1947 
and held the position of Chief Nurse at the Ft. Jay Station Hospital since June of 1946. 


Army Bands—A quarterly allowance of $45 for the maintenance of a musical 
library for a 28-piece band has been authorized by the Army. A 56-piece band is 
entitled to $90 a quarter for this purpose. A 28-piece ORC band may obtain $22.50 
and a 56-piece ORC band is eligible for $45. The Army said that an initial allow- 
ance of $200 to all Army and ORC bands for the purchase of band music will be 
made after activation has been authorized. 


Army Safety Program—In Special Regulations No. 385-10-60, the Army has 
instructed that within limits of funds available, maximum use will be made of safety 
posters, films, technical publications and other safety educational and promotional 
materials in order to create and maintain interest in the prevention of accidents and 
publicize current accident causes. 


Organized Reserve Corps—Commanding officers for the newly-organized 1402d 
1403d Training Regiments, ORC, have been announced by Maj. Gen. Lawrence C. 
Jaynes, Commanding General, New York-New Jersey-Delaware Military District of 
First Army.

Financial Digest 


The quarterly report of the Department 
of Agriculture on fall planting of winter 
wheat and prospective planting of spring 
wheat indicates that the 1949 yield may 
equal or exceed the bumper crop of 1948. 
The acreage planted this fall exceeds by 
ten per cent that recommended to the 
farmers by the department. Another near- 
record wheat harvest in this country, 
coupled with good yields in foreign coun- 
tries, would mean a heavy carryover, a 
decline in grain exports, curtailed farm 
income and reduced food cost. It would 
also indicate heavy Government expendi- 
tures in the farm price support program. 

Steel production in the United States 
last week reached the new record of the 
equivalent of 1,804,300 net tons of ingots 
and castings, surpassing the previous all- 
time high of 1,791,700 tons, established 
during the week of 13 November of this 
year. With a continued assured supply of 
ore and scrap the steel mills are expected 
to keep producing at full capacity 
throughout 1949. Barring labor troubles 
this should insure enough steel for motor 
plants, machinery, and construction needs 
to reduce substantially the heavy backlog 
of orders. 

Christmas shopping continues to lag 
well behind that of a year ago. There 
ig some evidence of increased holiday buy- 
ing this week and there is some hope that 
late shoppers may bring the volume of 
business nearly up to last year’s total. 
Some merchants are adopting the unusual 
procedure of announcing pre-Christmas 
sales to reduce heavy inventories of slow- 
moving items. The disappointing holiday 
business is being reflected in the caution 
with which buyers for large stores are 
placing orders for spring goods. The trend 
appears to be toward carrying smaller 
stocks of luxury goods and expensive ap- 
parel.

Merchant Marine 

Foreign vessel tonnage moving through 
U. S. ports in September was some 247,- 
000 tons greater than the American mer- 
chant fleet total, according to a recent 
report of the Census Bureau. Foreign 
fleets moved 8,117,000 tons through these 
ports, compared with 7,870,000 tons for 
U. 8S. ships. 

Casualty returns for October, compiled 
by the Liverpool Underwriters’ Associa- 
tion, show that 603 vessels, of 500 gross 
tons and upwards, met with casualties as 
compared with 550 vessels in September, 
although a total of 627 vessels lost were 
reported in October of 1947. The total 
losses in October included one motor-ves- 
sel of 551 tons gross, and five steamers, of 
6,080 tons against two motor-vessels of 
1,052 tons and five steamers of 8,732 tons 
in October, 1947, and ten steamers of 18,- 
445 tons in October, 1946. Floating mines 
in Norwegian fjords and inlets have 
caused alarm in recent weeks, according 
to the Norwegian Information Service. 
They are believed to be due to the in- 
creasingly turbulent weather in the 
North Atlantic. 

Six former landing-ship tanks are now 
being reconverted for the Shell Caribbean 
Petroleum Company to carry crude oil in 
Venezuelan waters. The work is being 
done by the Todd Shipyards Corporation 
Brooklyn plant and is about half finished, 
it igs reported. Conversion of the LST’s is 
extensive and calls for radical alterations 
from their wartime outline. Scheduled 
for work is the addition of a new bul- 
wark, superstructure, bridge and smoke- 
stack aft. A new forward mast is also 
being installed, and the bow openings 
sealed up permanently. The former tank 
landing craft have already been renamed. 
No. 137 became the LAURA; 180, the 
LEONA; 198 the LIRIA ; 319 the LUCIA, 
and 345, the LUISA.
